The crawfish hunts its 
prey at night and begins tha quest as 
soon as dusk sets in. Crawfish arc 
never found in any numbers and never 
e( SMtupe siaa i« water In h a b i t ed 
liy cela or pickerxl. The riel la Its great¬ 
est enemy and destroyer. Theerawftsb 
abods its shell every year, th* male 
ia June and the female ia Jaly. They 
are .thea the most tender and deli¬ 
cate* of creatures and especially priaad 
aa bait for boss, as that fish will aol- 
dom. if ever, take any other bait tboo 
Ihe soft crawfish. For other fish ths 
tail of the hard craw, with the shell 
peeled off the hard, white, sweet flesh, 
is very tempting bait, if the angler can 
get it within reach of the fish he it 
hoping to catch before it is seized by 
aome living crawfish. 

“The most prolific water for crawfish 
is said to be in the Miami river in Ohio. 
When the’flsherman is after the craw¬ 
fish for bait In that or any other 
etream. he hae tfftly to let down a piece 
of pork, or beef, or any other kind ol 
flesh, or even a piece of tomato or tur¬ 
nip, tied to a string. Ink moment ev¬ 
ery cr«|v that can get hold of t 
with its claws will quickly do so., 
the string is pulled up slowly 
steadfly nt t a craw will let loose ol 
the bait until it is landed on the bank 
or in the boat. The fisherman wrenches 
the from the body and casts the 
latter awaj'. So tenacious of life are 
crawfish that it ia a common sight 
to aee scorea of theae mutilated bodies 
crawling about the riverJ||ffiks and 
returning to the water. whCT^bey will 
live for honra. The craws that are cap¬ 
tured in this way are al! handbells. 

“The soft abellt are sodtdflhte that it 
would not be possible for them to cling 
ith their claws to a line. They are 
ught by turning over slonet on the 
bottom of the river, where they bide 
during the season in which they are 
abedders. Anglers, who want them for 
bait or food, are not the only foes that 
invade the hiding places of the soft- 
shell crawfish. Has* cqsataatly hual 
them, turning over the stones to nn- 
egver them with as much skill aa the 
fLitierman can. 111111 such'eTtcmtimis 
quantHies of crawfla-h survive the 
shedding season in the Miami river 
li'one of the wonders of piscatorial life.
